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100 Men Campaign: helping end violence against women 


The Women’s Resource Center of 
Northern Michigan (WRCNM) is in 
its seventh year of inviting local 
men to become part of the solution 
in ending violence against women 
and girls by joining the 100 Men 
Campaign. The campaign was ini- 
tiated by the local non-profit to pro- 
vide a way for men to take a public 
stand against the violence that im- 
pacts one in four U.S. women; 
mothers, sisters, daughters, grand- 
daughters, aunts, friends and co- 
workers. 

Since joining the 100 Men Cam- 
paign, Ben and Steve Van Dam say 
they have a greater understanding 
of the issue of violence against 
women through events, lectures 
and film screenings supported by 
campaign funds. After viewing one 
of the documentaries focused on 
misogyny and sexism in main- 


stream American media, the Van 
Dam’s decided to discontinue play- 
ing music derogatory to women at 
their Boyne City business, Van 
Dam Custom Boats. 

“Treally became aware of some 
of those subtle things in our cul- 
ture and in our business that I 
could have an impact on—that I 
could make a statement here,” said 
Steve Van Dam. “I met with shop 
personnel and said that we were 
not going to have that kind of cul- 
ture.” 

Ben Van Dam said he believes it 
is extremely important for men to 
speak out and take positive action 
to effect change in ending violence 
against women. “I think that one 
of the powerful parts about the 100 
Men Campaign is just the act of 
making the pledge to not be silent 
about the issue of violence against 


women and girls; to say I’m not 
going to sit on the sidelines while 
this happens,” said Ben Van Dam. 

The World Health Organization 
considers violence against women, 
particularly intimate partner vio- 
lence and sexual violence, a major 
public health problem and a viola- 
tion of women’s human rights af- 
fecting more than one third of all 
women. 

“Because domestic abuse and 
sexual assault are so pervasive it 
may seem difficult for men and 
other community members to be- 
lieve they can have any impact in 
helping end it,” said Gail Kloss, 
WRCNM executive director. “We 
strongly believe one person’s ac- 
tions can effect change and that 
men play a critical role.”

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garding the ambulance au- 
thority lease agreement that 
is to end in 2018. Housed ina 
shared space with the city- 
operated fire department at 
555 Maple Street, the au- 
thority leases a portion of 
the building for one dollar 
per year. The authority is 
responsible to cover half of 
all maintenance and repairs 
of the building, in addition 
to 50% of the common area, 
with the city’s fire depart- 
ment fund covering the 
other 50%.

All commissioners pres- 
ent voted in agreement that 
the city should create a

Cancer Awareness Month 


National Colorectal Cancer Aware- 
ness Month offers a perfect opportu- 
nity to talk to your doctor and ask 
yourself, as well as family and friends, 
if it is time for colorectal cancer 
screening. Colorectal cancer remains 
the nation’s second-leading cause of 
cancer-related deaths for men and 
women. 

Early detection is key to discovering 
cancer before a person experiences 
any signs or symptoms. Regular 
screenings save lives by identifying 
cancers when they are most curable 
and treatment is most likely to be suc- 
cessful. In Michigan in 2017, the 
American Cancer Society estimates 
there will be 4,660 cases of colorectal 
cancer and 1,680 deaths due to the dis- 
ease. 

“Adults age 50 and older should be 
regularly screened for colorectal can- 
cer. Unfortunately many people aren’t 
getting tested because they don’t be- 
lieve they are at risk or they aren’t 
aware of the different testing and 
screening options,” said Joy Klooster, 
Colorectal Cancer Screening Program 
Coordinator, with the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan. “The

importance of early detection cannot 
be overstated. This Colorectal Cancer 
Awareness Month, make it a priority 
to discuss the different testing options 
with your provider.” 

Through the Michigan Colorectal 
Cancer Early Detection Program, men 
and women from Michigan, aged 50- 
64, who have no insurance or insur- 
ance that does not cover colon cancer 
screening and are income eligible can 
receive colorectal cancer screening 
virtually at no cost. Screening in- 
cludes a health risk assessment. 
Through this assessment, the partici- 
pant may be eligible for a Fecal Im- 
munochemical Test (FIT) — a simple 
do at home kit for detection of blood 
in the stool — or a colonoscopy which 
is provided through a partnership 
with area physicians and hospitals. To 
find out if you qualify for enrollment, 
call (800) 432-4121 for more informa- 
tion. 

Colorectal cancer risk increases 
after age 50. However, if you have a 
family history of colorectal cancer or 
pre-cancerous polyps, talk with your 
doctor about starting testing before 
age 50. Many cases of colorectal can- 


cer have no symptoms especially early 
on when it can be more effectively 
treated. 

Many health insurance plans cover 
lifesaving preventive tests; to find out 
the details of what colorectal cancer 
screening is covered, check your plan. 
For the uninsured, preventing colorec- 
tal cancer or finding it early doesn’t 
have to be expensive. There are sim- 
ple, affordable tests available for col- 
orectal cancer screening. 

Through proper colorectal cancer 
screening, doctors can find and re- 
move hidden growths (called 
“polyps”) in the colon before they be- 
come cancerous. Removing polyps can 
prevent cancer altogether. 

The Health Department of North- 
west Michigan is mandated by the 
Michigan Public Health Code to pro- 
mote wellness, prevent disease, pro- 
vide quality healthcare, address 
health problems of vulnerable popula- 
tions and protect the environment for 
the residents and visitors of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet and Otsego coun- 
ties.
